Troops Patrol Jerusalem.

JERUSALEM, Aug. 26.—The entire 
situation in Palestine, dating up to 
late last night, was reviewed in an 
official communique which was §is- 
sued in Jerusalem today. According 
to this report, large patrols of British 
infantry, backed by airplanes, 
armored cars, British police and 
special constables, have. been estab- 
lished in Jerusalem and the outlying 
Jewish colonies. 

The old city and the centre of the 
new city are quiet, though some of 
the outlying suburbs are threatened 
by sharpshooters. 

No serious casualties have been re- 
ported today nor has any damage 
been done except to Talpioth, which 
was evacuated without casualty.

the British. The méeting of the 
United States veterans was presidcd 
over by Julius S. Berg, Bronx Assem- 
blyman, who, however, also was mar- 
shal of the parade and demonstration 
earlier in the afternoon.

TORONTO, Ont., Aug. 26.—The 
steam ‘locomotive met and was van- 
quished today by its first primary 
power rival to emerge since Stephen- 
son produced his Rocket nearly 100 
years ago. 

An oil-electric locomotive kept pace 
with the International Limited, Chi- 
cago train of the Canadian National 
Railways, on a run of 334 miles from 
Montreal to Toronto and came to 
rest here in as good mechanical ‘con- 
dition as when it started, 

Ostensibly, the oil-electric did no 
more than equal the pace set by the 
giant Confederation type.that pulled 
the first section of the limited. Its 
victory, however, did not register on 
speed, but on the basis of operating 
cost. For the steam locomotive used 
about $80 worth of coal on the run, 


while the new-comer used only $25 
worth of oil. 

The electric locomotive already has 
bested the steam locomotive in point 
of capacity and operating costs, but 
the installation of an —— system 
practically means repea the cost 
of oo construction Ly ay eam rail- 
road. 


Needs No Power Lines. 


The oil-electric, by contrast, may be 
placed on the tracks ready to oper- 
ate without a costly power plant or 
third-rail system. Like the steam 
locomotive, it is a primary power 
vehicle—that is, one that generates 
the energy it consumes. If it can 
equal the record’ it set today, it.can 
delay or even make unnecessary the 


electrification of many miles of road. 

Engineers who discussed the ae 
formance of No. 9,000, the official 
name of the new engine, admit that 
much remains to be done. For one 
thing, the initial cost: of an oil-élec- 
tric locomotive like No. 9,000 is at

At Gana- 
noque, Ont., by way of improving the 
occasion the Nine Thousand was ac- 
célerated to sixty miles an hour in 
slightly more than two minutes, or 
about twice the rate at which a 
steam locomotive performs this feat. 

“The. oil-electric engine is now 
Wy ae for switching — * 
said C. E. Brooks, chief of motive 
power of the Canadian National. 
“Engines like the Nine Thousand 
will not. displace existing electric 
equipment, but they will. displace 
steam engines and delay or postpone 
electrification. We will use it in the 
central region of Canada, where, we 
now must import coal.” 

Like some electric locomotives, the 
Nine. Thousand is in two articulated 
units. Each is driven by a twelve- 
cylinder Diesel engine. In this type, 
heavy oil is used and burned by a 
progressive explosive process instead 
of instantly, as is gasoline in an 
automobile. 

The. oil engine drives an electric 

enerator, which in turn moves in- 

vidual motors that spin the four 
ae of driving wheels on each unit.

The local authorities 
there failed to take necessary pre- 
cautions; . otherwise ; the regrettable 
incidents would not have. happened.

Peet, 29, an Allegan County farmer, 
was victorious in a more than fifty- 
four-hour battle with death early 
this evening when he was literally 
torn from the grasp of a 700-pound 
boulder which held him pinioned to 
the bottom of a thirty-foot dry well 
at the rear of his farm home, five 
miles north of Allegan. 
Although unconscious from an an- 
esthetic administered before the last 
and successful attempt to release 
him, Peet .will live to tell of being 
buried alive at least four times, ac- 


fighting to ward off pneumonia, 


which is threatening. the sturdy 
farmer as the result of the day and 
a half spent underground. 
Since Saturday wiiterioon at 2 
o’clock thousands of neighbors, 
county and State police, tourists and 
spate had labored with pick and 
ovel to save the life of Peet, the 
farmer.

Hon. Joseph M. Dixon, 

Assistant Secretary of the In-

My dear Secretary Dixon: 

I jhave for. some, years given 
thought to. the necessity and de- 
sirability for a further step in de- 
velopment-of the ‘relations between 
the Federal and State governments 
in respect to the Public Lands and 
the eclamation Service. The 
‘meeting, of the. Governors of the 
public land States at Salt Lake City 
which you are attending offers an 
opportunity for consideration of 
some phases of these questions, 
and I should ap 5* it if .you 
would present : to .the v- 
ernors.

The Reclamation Fund and the | 


Reclamation Service were created 
in 1902 and the situation has since 
changed materially. The present 
plan, as you are aware. is that re- 
ceipts -from sale of public lands, 
mineral, royalties and repayments 
by the benéficiaries for expenditure 
upon projects all accrue to this 
fund. 

The Reclamation: Service under- 
takes - special projects upon _ the 
authorization’ of Congress, ‘which 
are financed.from the fund on the 
basis ef:return by ‘the land owners 
or purchasers of the cost of the 
project, but “without interest, “for 
a term of ‘years. A total of ap- 
proximately: $182,000;000 has been 
expended from the fund. 

The present reclamation act is 
based fundamentally on the recla- 
mation of govérnment-ownéd lands: 
Possible areas available for recla- 
mation. havé’ now . passed . almost 
wholly into ee ownership, and 
the use of Reclamation Fund 
for further projects may be legally 
criticized owing to..the fact that 
the land is no longer part of the 

ublic domain and circumlocution 
b voluntary agreements may not 

always be possible. 

: Moreover, the application of. the 
fund under the present organiza- 
tion results in. very large’ Federal 
administrative activities within ‘the 
States of a character which was 
never originally contemplated and 
which could be much betver admin- 
istered by the local State Govern- 
ments themselves.

The. policies to be pursued in. de- .

I know that 
the Western as well.as the Eastern , 
States agree that’ abuse of permits 
for mineral development or unnec- 
essary: production and, waste in: our 
national resources, of minerals is « 
matter of deepest concern and 
must be vigorously prevented. 

Because of'such abuse’and ‘waste 
I recently instituted measures, to 
suspend further issue of oil pros- 
pecting permits on public lands 
and to clean up the misuse of out- 
standing permits and thereby fn 
clear the way for. constructive .con- 
servation, 

It may interest'the Governors to 
know ‘that when this decision was 
taken on the 12th of March there 
were. prospecting permits.in force 
covering over 40,000,000 acres of 
the public domain. We have now 
determined: that over 40 per cent ot 
these holders; had not. complied 
with the requirements of the law, 
that the large portion of these li- 
censes were being used for the pur- 
pose of preventing others from en- 
gaging in honest development.and 
some even as a basis of ‘“‘blue-sky’’ 
promotions. 

After yielding to the claimants 
the widest . latitude. .to show any 
genuine effort at development un- 
der the outstanding - prospecting 
permits the total will one, be 
reduced. to. about 10, 000. acres 
upon which genuine development 
is now in progress. The public do-— 
main -is,;; therefore, being rapidly 
cleared of this. abuse.

WHY CHINA IS MISUNDERSTOOD 


Further censorship of news from 
China, as indicated in the announce- 
ment of the regulations. requiring 
official approval for dispatches sent 
abroad, and as instanced in the 
order denying the use of the mails 
ito the well-known Japanese paper 
Seemingly, the Nichi Nichi, shows a determination 
on the part of the Nationalist Gov- 
ernment to suppress at all costs the 
publication to the world of the facts 
about present-day China: This action 
is all the more extraordinary in the 
light of Chinese complaint that the 
world is denying China the sym- 
pathy in-her present troubles to 
which she believes she is entitled. 

It.is safe to say that if China’s 
position is misunderstodd this is due 
in no small measure to the consis- 
tent efforts of the Nationalists to 
restrain the gathering and dissemi- 
nation of news within China and its 
transmission to the outside world. 
A form of censorship so strict that 
it has silénced the editors of Chi- 
mese newspapers has for months 
prevented the publication in China 
of facts which the Nationalist dic- 
tators did not wish to become pub- 
lic property. As a result, the coun- 
try itself is kept in ignorance. 

Now that the same sort of tactics 
is being applied in the case of for- 
eign . correspondents and _ foreign 
newspapers—albeit . with. a little 
more suavity and less active intimi- 
dation—the result abroad is to in- 
crease suspicion of the accuracy of 
such bits of news as the National- 
ists permit to pass the censor, and 
to cause official communications of 
the government to be viewed with 
distrust.. This cannot, in the long 
run, help China’s standing in _ the 
world. 

It is surprising that China’s for- 
eign representatives, who include in 
their number men of wisdom and of 
knowledge of Western’ history, have 
not been able to impress the Nation- 
alist leaders with *the inevitable 
consequences of undue censorship. 
For a time it seems.to achieve the 
desired purpose—especially when a 
government seeks to hide its weak- 
ness—but the longer it lasts the

The Board 
of Estimate has approved purchase 
of another seven hundred acres 
in the outlying boroughs, including 
Crooke’s Point on Staten Island, 
where the city has a chance to de- 
velop a unique marine park. 

Progress has been slower in the 
development of the playground pro- 
gram, but that has not been for lack 
of good-will on the part of the. au- 
thorities. Real estate interests have 
frequéntly taken a narrow view 
of these most necessary breathing 
spaces for the children. Their ob- 
jections have repeatedly balked Con- 
troller Berry in his efforts to ac- 
quire new sites. But at least a start 
has been made. Money has been set 
aside for the purchase of play- 
ground sites in the most congested 
districts, and the procedure for ob- 
‘taining them has been simplified. It 
is now the fixed policy of the city to 
provide recreational areas with every 
‘new school. 

It is significant that the Citizens 
Committee should have begun its 
campaign with this review of the 
administration’s record on parks and 
playgrounds. Here is a “ human in- 
terest” accomplishment of the first 
order, more readily comprehended 
and appreciated than statistics and 
routine reports. All three officials,

Another plan, designed by the 
Farmers’, Union Terminal Associa- 
tion, and favored by the cooperatives, 
would make the grain corporation. a 
holding company with the already 
organized marketing groups buying 
the stock in their own names. It was 
said this. plan, however, has _ re- 
ceived no encouragement from mem- 
bers of the. farm board. 

M. W. Thatcher, one of the lead- 
ers in the movement to retain iden- 
tity. for the marketing groups, an- 
nounced he- was authorized by the 
Union Terminal’ Association to: pur- 
chase $1,000,000. worth of stock in the 
proposed corporation if.the organiza- 
tion set-up should meet with 
apvroval.

probably they have. preferred . for 
various reasons not to impair their 
American balances. This gives the 
picture of the London position, which 
is trying because of the normal im- 
minence of similar requisitions by 
New York. It is practically certain 
that, whatever measures are adopted; 
the objective point will be.to reduce 
or ward off this American demand— 
an effort in which the Federal’ Re- 
serve has always cooperated, under 
such circumstances. The Bank of 
England lost practically no gold yes- 
terday. Today’s arrival of about 
$2,600,000 gold in the London market 
from South Africa will give oppor- 
tunity to measure the Bank’s power 
to bid against the Continent. 

Outside of the financial: markets, 
the main incident of the day was 
a further decline in wheat; which, 
at $1.29%, touched ‘thé lowest price 
since the reaction from last July’s 
$1.51% began.

WILL WARN OF SALES 
OF INSURANCE STOCKS 


Conway Calls Attention to Law 
Requiring Permits for Brokers 
and Corporations. 





Albert Conway, State  Superinten- 
dent of Insurance, said yesterday 
that there recently had been several 
occasions on which banks, brokers 
and investment houses in this city 
and elsewhere attempted:-to sell 
stocks of unauthorized insurance 
companies in this State without hav- 
ing complied with the provisions ‘of 
Section 66 of the New York insur- 
ance law.

It was. upon the existence of a pra-- 
tically unlimited ‘source of cheap 
power that ‘the great manufacturing 
enterprises ‘at Rjukan and Notodden, 
in the Province of Telemark, for the 

production of nitrates from atmos- 
art nitrogen was predicated. To 
this corporation, which bears the im- 
posing,: and to American ears some- 
what bewildering, name of Norsk 
Hydro - Elektrisk Kvaelstofaktiesel- 
skap; is said tobe due the honor of 
being the first in the world to un- 
déertake on a’ giant industrial scaie 
the transmutation of nitrogen in the 
air into nitrates for plant food. 

“The scientific’ possibility of this 
transmutation had long been recog- 
‘nized,’’ H. Sundby-Hansen says’ in 
la recent issue of the American-Scan- 
| dinavian Review. ‘*Many experiments 
had-been made in Germany and else- 
where in an endevor.to solve_ the 
page ef commercial production. 

1903 ‘the problem was at 
solved successfully in Norway by 
Professor Birkeland and Sam Eyde 
by means of heat exceeding 3,000 de- 
grees centigrade. 

“The chemical process by which 
fertilizers are abstracted from the 
atmosphere certainly must be rated 
as one of the outstanding scientific 
discoveries of the age. In the impos- 
ing works at Rjukan, water-driven 
turbines of 14;500 horsepower are 
coupled directly to electric gener- 
ators. By means of these an electric 
disk flame seven feet in diameter is 
produced in fireproof brick furnaces. 
Air heated to a temperature in ex- 
cess of 3,000 degrees centigrade is 
blown through these furnaces, bring- 
ing- about combustion of the atmos- 
pheric nitrogen and resulting in the 
formation of nitric oxide. 


Gases Passed Through Water. 


“These gases are thereupon passed 
through granite water absorption 
towers, where the nitric oxide is ab- 
sorbed and a weak (30 per cent) 
nitric acid is produced. This acid is 
then passed over limestone, resulting 
in the formation of a solution of 
nitrate of lime. The solution is al- 
lowed to concentrate in the evapo- 
rators, whereupon the liquid nitrate 
is solidified by cooling. Then the 
product is reduced by means of gran- 
ulators to granular nitrate of lime, 
the form in which this valuable and 
now so well known ‘fertilizer from 





and shipped to agricultural regions 
in many parts of the world. 

“It seems. almost paradoxical that 
a country situated so far to.the north 
should. be the means of supplying 
the needed nutrition. of the world’s 
food crops grown forthe greater part 
in more southerly climes. It is but 
another chapter of the romance of 
science. 

“For successful commercial produc- 
tion large quantities of inexpensive 
electric power was required. This 
was. obtained by damming up. two 
mountain lakes, harnessing several 
large waterfalls, and carrying the 
water by means of gigantic pipe lines 
down the mountain sides and through 
a tunnel four miles under a moun- 
tain to.the ping me wer stations. 
As may be imagin this was no 
ordinary underta —F The natural 
difficulties to be overcome required 
the cooperation of the country’s fore- 
most inventors, engineers, surveyors, 
chemists,-architects and many others 
skilled in the .various branches of 
technical science. 

“Up to 1903 few of Norway’s many 
waterfalls had been utilized for 
power purposes. In 1905 the ‘Nor- 
wegian Hydro’. Company began op- 
erating its first turnaces at Notod- 
den, near which town the first water- 
fall; Svaélgfoss, was developed by 
this company for its power require- 
ments. Development of this fall was 
completed ‘in 1908. A total of 40,000 
horsepower was obtained and utilized 
in the production of nitrate of lime. 
Subsequently two additional falls. in 
the same vicinity, Svaelgfoss II and 
Lienfoss, .were harnessed, increasing 
the power, supply at the Notodden 
works to 68 horsepower. 

‘This .was, however, merely a be- 
ginning. .In..1909 the company in- 
itiated a great expansion — by 
commencing the harness of Nor- 
way’s largest waterfall, stlabantfoss, 
situated at a considerable distance 
from Notodden and higher up in the 
Telemark Mountains.’ If the first 
undertaking was big, here was one 
of gigantic proportions even as meas- 
ured by the standards of industrial 
nations much larger than Norway.

“Furthermore, the weak nitric acid 
is sold as such or is concentrated to 
various degrees of strength. By the 
combination of ammonia (produced 
at the company’s.ammonia works at 
Notodden) with nitric acid, ammo- 
nium nitrate is produced. This com- 
pound is used. extensively in 
manufacture of safety explosives and 
also as fertilizer by reason of its high 
nitrogen content. Ammonium nitrate 
is essentially’ the most’ economical 
nitrogenous fertilizer to use where 
transport. charges are heavy 

“One of the principal sources of 
watér for power purposes is the

VALUE CALLED DOUBTFUL 





Territory Contains —— Min- 
eral, Pulp and. Power Resources, 
but Capital ts Needed. 





MONCTON, N. B., Aug. 26 (2).— 
With authority from the government 
of Newfoundland. to open negotia- 
tions for the sale of Labrador to 
Canada, J. De Champlain today was 
on his way to Ottawa. 

Mr. De Champlain, a native of 
Quebec, has resided in. Newfound- 
land for the last fifteen years and 
has large interests in Labrador. For 
several years he has been interested 
in the prospect of effecting the 
transfer of that territory’ to ‘the 
Dominion. 


OTTAWA, Ont., Aug: 26 (by the 
Canadian Press).—Canada is to be in- 
vited to make a bid for Labrador. 
That is the effect of the Moncton 
dispatch which says. that, J. De 
Champlain is now on his way to Ot- 


tawa with’ authority from the gov-| a 


ernment of Newfoundland to open 
negotiations. Mr. De Champlain has 
large interests in Labrador and it is 
understood he has had survey parties 
out this season summing up its 
natural resources. 

A month ago the Canadian Press 
gent out from Ottawa a dispatch 
stating that the suggestion-that Can- 
ada buy Labrador had been put be- 
fore the Cabinet but not in official 
way. The proposal in fact lacked the 
backing of the St. John’s Government 
and therefore could not be considered 
seriously at Ottawa. It would be a 
natural guess. to suppose that Mr. 
De Champlain made the tentative 
suggestion. 

At that time $100,000,000 was men- 
tioned—evidently a shot in the dark. 
It has been asserted in .Newfound- 
land, but denied in Quebec, that the 
Quebec Government could have. pur- 
chased Labrador—or rather have 
made good the Quebec territorial 
claim there—by the payment to New-! 
foundland of $15,000,000 in settlement 
of Newfoundland’s claim to owner- 
ship of the hinterland, But Quebec 
was so sure of her case before the 


Privy Council that any suggestion of 
the kind was impracticable. At any; 
rate the sweeping character of the 
Privy Council’s award came as a 
* lete surprise both at Ottawa and 

and it was rather ruefully 
— that Newfoundland had 
won all along the line. 

The value of Labrador. is problem- 
atical and its. mineral, pulp and 
power development would mean the 
expenditure of vast sums of mone 
which would have to be found y 
private capital. Maintenance of gov- 
ernment services would be for many 
years to come an annual liability 
rather than an asset should Canada 
take it over.

Company insists Statements Are 
Sound—issue of Contract Likely 
to Go to Cabinet, -

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26. — The 
Postoffice Department’s part in 
upbuilding the merchant marine 
through ocean mail contracts, par- 
ticularly the situation arising» from 
the withholding of one from the 
United States Lines, {is likely to be 
laid before President Hoover and the 
Cabinet @y Postmaster General 
Brown at the regular meeting to- 
morrow. 

The Yuostmaster General returned 
to Weshington today to find that a 
state of what he termed.‘‘hysteria’’ 
had developed over his letter of July 
11 to Joseph E. Sheedy, executive 
vice president of the United States 
Lines, in which Mr. Sheedy was in- 
formed that the advertised financial 
condition of the company apparently 
did not justify an ocean mai 
contract. 

The Postmaster General said: 

“TI informed Mr. Sheedy in my let- 
ter of July 11-that inasmuch as pref- 
erence stock of the United States 
Lines had been issued in an amount 
equal to more than actual cash pay- 
ment to the Shipping Board for the 
vessels, which the company  pur- 
chased from the government, it 
would seem that the financial condi- 
tion’ of .the company. does not re- 
quire, and would not — a postal 
contract such as that applied for for 
the transport of the Atlantic mails.’’ 

“T want to carry out the provisions 
of Age Jones-White merchant marine 
act of 1928, and am thoroughly in 
——— with building up the mer- 

t marine, but we are also in- 
tebesteck of course, in the financial 
setup of the operating companies, 
because the American merchant ma- 
rine can endure only if it follows the

“Tf the letter called for hysteria, 
we will have to have hysteria,” he | 
added. ‘‘If I were to write it today 
I would not change a single state- 
ment.”

“The United States pipe line 
dredge De Witt Clinton, at work on 
the improvement of Coney Island 
channe}! off Coney Island, sustained 
very considerable damages, inciud- 
ing two broken spuds, caused by the 
swell created. 

“The above steamer was seen ap- 
proaching Norton's 
Ambrose Channel at what seemed 
an unusually fast speed, and after 
the steamer had passed Norton's 
Point what may be called tidal 
waves swept the beach at Sea Gate, 
up and over the bulkhead, for about 
fifteen minutes, At some places it 
is estimated that the swells reached 
heights of from six to ten feet. 

‘“‘When the steamer was seen. ap- 
proaching, the. police officer suc- 
ceeded in directing most of the 500 
bathers then on the beach from the 
water to the higher portion of the 
shore front. Had these swells oc- 
curred in the afternoon or on a holi- 
day, when thousands of people —— 
ordinarily have been on the bec:-i, 
an appalling loss of life might have 
resulted. 

“Indications are that a high rate 
of speed from the Ambrose Channel 
entrance to Buoy 10 and a high stage 
of tide are important factors in caus- 
ing these swells.’’
